1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for determining whether or not electronic 
mail transmitted through a network is infected by a mail virus, said method comprising th e steps 
of: 

registering a second address as a receiver address in an address table for mail virus 
detection; 

(a)-determining whethe r or not a first address indicated by anthe electronic mail 
transmitted from a client through the network indicates thea second address recorded in theao 
address table for mail virus detection , the first address being registered in an address book of 
the client; to r e c ei v e the mai l virus, i nst e ad of r e c ei ving a regu l ar ele ctron i c ma il , 

{b)-storing information concerning the electronic mail as mail virus information inifrte a 
mail virus information table in response tow hefi the first address of the electronic mail 
indicating i nd i cat e s the second address; and 

{^suppressing transmission o f s e nd i ng anvethef electronic mail , th e ele ctronic ma il that 
includes ino l uding the mail virus informat i on . 

2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising 
a st e p of (o) reporting a mail virus detection basod on tho dotormination i n sa i d st e p (a) to at 
least one predetermined report address in response to the first address indicating the second 
address . 

3. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1 , further comprising 
th e st e ps of : 

(d)-compressing the electronic mail having the first address indicating the second 
address dotootod i n sa i d st e p (a) ; and 

{e)-attaching the compressed electronic mail comprosood in sa i d st e p (d) to a report 
electronic mail for reporting the mail virus detection, and reporting the mail virus detection by 
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sending the report electronic mail to at least one predetermined address. w h e r ei n a st e p (c) 
reports th e ma il v i rus d e t e ct i on by s e nding tho report eloctron i c ma il attach i ng th e ele ctronic ma il 
compr e ss e d i n sa i d st e p (d). 

4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A computer-readable recording medium recorded 
with program code for causing a computer to determine whether or not electronic mail 
transmitted through a network is infected by a mail virus, said computer-readable recording 
medium comprising codes for: 

registering a second address as a receiver address in an address table for mail virus 
detection; 

^-determining whethe r or not a first address indicated by anthe electronic mail 
transmitted from a client t hrough the network indicates i o tho same as thea second address 
recorded in the address table for mail virus detection , the first address being registered in an 
address book of the client;i -an4 

storing information concerning the electronic mail as mail virus information in a mail virus 
information table in response to the first address of the electronic mail indicating the second 
address; and 

^suppressing transmission of an v sonding other electronic mail that includes the mail 
virus. of a sam e typ e as th e ele ctronic ma il wh e n sa i d st e p (a) d e t e rm i n e s that th e ele ctronic mail 
i nd i cat e s th e s e cond addr e ss for th e ma il v i rus d e t e ction. 

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The computer-readable recording medium as 
claimed in claim 4, further comprising-a code for-(o) reporting a mail virus detection based on th e 
ele ctron i c ma il d e t e ct e d i n sa i d cod e (a) to at least one predetermined report addressjn 
response to the first address indicating the second address . 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The computer-readable recording medium as 
claimed in claim 5, further comprising-the code for: 

{decompressing the electronic mail having the first address indicating the second 
address d e t e ct e d i n sa i d cod e (a) ; and 

{e)-attaching the compressed electronic mail compr e ss e d i n said cod e (d) to a report 
electronic mail for reporting the mail virus detection, and reporting the mail virus detection by 
sending the report electronic mail to at least one predetermined address. w h e re i n sa i d cod e (o) 
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r e ports th e ma il v i rus d e t e ct i on by send i ng th e r e port el ectronic ma il attach i ng th e ele ctron i c mai l 
compr e ss e d i n sa i d cod e (d). 

7. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for detecting electronic mail infected by a 
matt virus, the method comprising: 

detecting an electronic mail as being infected bv a virus in response to determining that a 
first address of an electronic mail transmitted from a client corresponds to a second address 
recorded in an address table for virus detection, the first address being registered in an address 
book of the client oompar i ng a first typ e of a first p ie c e of eloctron i c ma il to a s e cond typ e of a 
s e cond p ie c e of ele ctronic mail ; and 

suppressing transmission of the electronic mail, a transm i ssion of said s e cond p ie c e of 
ele ctronic mai l i f said s e cond typ e i s substant i a l ly e qu i va le nt to said first typ e and an address of 
said first p ie c e of ele ctron i c ma il is an addr e ss for ma il virus d e t e ct i on. 

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the mail 
virus information indicates one or more at l e ast one of values of a sender electronic mail 
address, a data size, a title , or a combination thereof, which are shown in the electronic mail 
indicating the second address. 

9. (NEW) The method of claim 7, further comprising storing information 
corresponding to the electronic mail as virus information in a virus information table in response 
to detecting the electronic mail as being infected by the virus. 

10. (NEW) The method of claim 7, further comprising suppressing transmission of 
any electronic mail that includes the virus in response to detecting the electronic mail as being 
infected by the virus. 

11 . (NEW) The method of claim 7, further comprising reporting the virus detection to 
at least one predetermined report address in response to detecting the electronic mail as being 
infected by the virus. 
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
